Questions submitted to farmers as to why Western agriculture was not a 


reasonably profitable business in 1923, taken on the whole, elicit two main 
reasons. 

First, high cost of production due to high wages for labor, which was re- 
flected in excessive threshing bills, and high prices for equipment and sup- 


plies of all kinds essential to the industry of agriculttire. 

Sccond, the low price received for farm products by the farmer after he 
had met the heavy costs of getting those products on the markets of the world, 
and particuiarly the high rail and lake freight rates. 

Examination of these two reasons will disclose that, after all, they con- 
stitute’ one reason only—that reasOn being high labor costs leading to inflation 
in prices and charges for all supplies and services required in successful 
agriculiure, , 

The depressed. state of agriculture in 1923 was not the result of poor 
crops. Manitoba, it is true, suffered severely in this respect, but Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta harvested good crops, both as to quantity and quality. Al- 
berta’s returns far exceeded any previous year, dd the Prairie West record- 
ed one of the best crops in its history.. Therefore,eneither the farmer nor 
the country is to be blamed for the unsatisfactory conditions that prevail, and 
which are proving so disheartening to farmers everywhere and causing much 
hardship. 

As stated in previous articles, the present situation is largely the result 
of unsound economic theories and ill-advised legislation giving effect to those 
theories. In other words, man and not nature is responsible, and it is only 
through the-efforts of man that the needed remedies can be applied. “Their 
application at this, time will require courage and statesmanship, but until 
they are applied the eagerly awaited and long hoped for betterment cannot 
come. 

Farmers genefally are so engrossed ‘with their own particular Ssrob leis 
that they are apt to overlook the fact that many matters they consider as 
of no particular concern to them effect them directly and vitally. For ex- 
ample, how many fafmers fully appreciate the fact that every bit of Jabor 
legislation enacted at Winnipeg in response the demands of the Unions 
there has resulted “in steadily incre mring cost\in the production of those 
things the farmer must buy. 

During 1923. employers in Manitoba paid ned@rly one million dollars in 
assessments under the Workman's Compensation Act, but, of course, the em- 
ployer passed this on to the farmer, the laborer, the office worker, and the 
generat public through price increases... While ‘the worker is entitled to pro- 
tection in the course of his employment, much of the so-called legislature 
for the benefit of labor is so hampering to industry that productive invest- 
ment is discouraged.’ This is a cause of uenmployment, as well as an in- 
direct aud burdensome tax on the consumer- . 

Wage statistics show that railway employees wages have increased. in 
receni years up to 138 per cent., and in some cases even as high as 176 per 

pi This fact alone largely accounts for increased freight rates, which the 
. fafmer is obliged to pay and which is one of the factors resulting in the farm- 
er securing smaller rewards for his labor while the railway workers and city 
artizans get more, 2 

Hours of labor on the. farm remain many and long, but hours of Tabor in 
industrial centres and on the railways’ have steadily dropped from ten, to 
nine, tu eight, even to seven, with demands being pressed for further reduc- 
tions. At the same time wage scales have increased, while shorter hours 
have compelled overtime work paid for at time-and-a-half and double time, 
The employer payd directly, but indirectly it is refunded to him by the farmer 
and the consuming pyblic through increased prices. 

The question has been asked: Why should. the people, including the far- 
mers, stand for Labor laws that result in short hours and high wages for city 
workers, when long hours and hard work on the farm has got to be exchang- 
ed ‘for high-priced production of the eity workers? 

Why should transportation workers at high wages be allowed special 
easy working conditions in railway shops and train service, to be paid for by 
the farmer through tremendous burdens in the cost of moving the farmer's 
crop to market? 


The times are out of joint through our lack of appreciation of sound econ- 
omic truths. There was less hardship and more real development when 
people. were content to work longér hours and spend fewer in idleness and 


questionable amusement. We must get back to first principles, and the 
sooner it is done the better for all.

Saiknichovvan’s Population 


Another Influx of Settlers Must Be 
Expected When Conditions 
Change 
Saskatchewan received 192,958 tn- 
migrants in the decade 1913-1922, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the 


| provincial bureau of Jabor and indus- 


tries. Over 45,000 new settlers came 
into the province in 1912 and over 
44,000 in 1913. The war years were 
poor immigration years. The lowest 
point was reached in 1915, when only 
5,182 immigrants came into the prov- 
ince. A revival took place in the 
last years of /the war but after the 
armistice there was another slump 
and in 1922 the total number of new 
settlers coming in was only 8,184. 


When it is remembered that be-|- 


tween 1901 and 1911 Saskatchewan's 
population increased from 91,279 to 
492,432 the figures for 1913-1922 are 
disappointing; but two important fac- 
tors must be borne in mind. The 
heavy immigration during the first de- 
cade of the century filled up a large 
portion of the free land in this prov- 
ince and left poorer pickings for those 
who were to come later. The war 
and its“ifter-effects upon agriculture 
were bound to have a depressing in- 
fluence upon immigration to a prov- 
ince that is predominantly agricultur- 
al. . When these factors are taken 
into consideration the drop in immi- 
gration to Saskatchewan during the 
past decade does not appear so omin- 
ous. 

Seskatchewan is as sound today as 
it ever was, with a soil as productive 
and a climate as stimulating; and 
there. is no doubt that ariother heavy 


agriculture is made profitable for 
them. ‘The construction of branch 
railway lines into districts now inade- 
quately served is an important'step in 
making farming in those districts 
economically possible. Regina

At the outset Mr. Stewart took oc- 
casion to point out the tendency, in

matters which, owing to the character 
of the problenis they involved and to 
the co-operative arrangements neces- 
sary todeal with them, naturally re- 
ceiyed a great deal of publicity. He 
expressed the view that the most pow- 
erful forces linking the United States 
and Canada were not those that gave 
rise tq. a chain of co-operative enter- | 
prises-along the boundary, but rather 
those that crossed the line—mutual} 
interests and influences almost infin- 
ite m number and variety. 

In this connection Mr, Stewart in: | 
stanced the case of the agricultural 
development of the United States and 
Canada, and the influence that each 
country had exerted upon the other 
with respect to the advance, first, of 
pioneer settlement and later of per- 
manent agriculture. Mr. Stewaft re- 
called that through a long series ot; 
decades there was an almost constant 
stream of Canadian farmers: of the

Every 
precaution was being taken by Cana- 
dian immigration authorities to pre- 
vent this being: done. Moreover, 
Canada had a direct interest in ob- 
serving the working out of the meth- 
ods taken by the United States to con- 
trol immigration and to build up the 
highest possible standards of citizen- 
ship. Canada’s interest in this prob- 
lem was a personal one, because Cana- 
djan . statesmen realized that, the 
growth of the Dominion during the 
present century was likely to develop 
many of the same features that char- 
acterized United States growth dur- 
ing the past two or three generations. 
Mr. Stewart avoided any discussion of 
the particular phases into which the 


problenr of assimilating millions of! 


persons of alien birth and parentage 
resolved itself,-but he said that Cana- 
dian authorities would study the re- 
sults of United States efforfs to deal 
with this problem as being the most 
valuable guide Tor the shaping of Can- 
adian policy along the soundest lines. 


Britain’s Foreign Policy 


Henri Bourassa Expresses His 
Attitude on Affairs in Europe 

“IT stand for the foreign policy _of 

Great Britain, as it is expressed to- 

day, first, because I believe that it is 


just, and secondly, because I believe’ 


that it is best in the interest of my 
country. If tomorrow the policy of 
France corresponds better to what I 
believe to be the true interest of my 
country, F will stand by that policy, 
not because it is the French policy, 
but because I believe it is the best 
policy.

threefold They add to the produc 

tivity of the farm, they provide wood 
material for many uses, and above all 
they add to the comfort and content of 
life. The usefulness of tree belts 
was recognized. by the early settlers 
but coming as they did from wooded 
| proy inces, they did not understand thr 
growing of trees under prairie condi 
| tions and most efforts at tree-grownig 
| resulted in failure. In 1901, the 
Tree Planting Division of the Fores 
| try Branch of the Department of the 
‘Interior was established. to develop 
| this resource, 


Heretofore, most of the groves set 
out have been with the object of pro- 
tecting and sheltering the farm build- 
ings. There is, however, a wider 
scope for tree planting and this is be- 
coming more apparent every year. In 
certain parts of the west somewhat 
serious. conditions have’ developed 
through the drifting of top soil, and 
the forestry branch is now co-operal- 
ing with organized movements 
amongst communities In these areas, 
to assist in establishing’ permanent 
field shelters, as barriers to control 
the unbroken sweep of the winds. la 
recent years there has been a notice- 
able’ increase in requests from farm- 
ers for information and assistance in 
this respect. 

The department of the interior last 
year made a careful survey of re- 
sults so far attained. As a result of 
|a very conserVative estimate based on 
this survey, it is believed that there 
are now at least 40,000 vigorously- 
groWing shelter belts in the prairie 
provinces. Most of the owners esti- 
mate the value of each of these belts 
} at $1,000 or more, but placing a value 
of $300 on these 40,000 plantations, it 
means that the resources of the west

Noble Work 


Great War Veterans Trying to Ald 
Those Who Suffered Through 
the War " 

It {is a  platitude to describe tho 
Great War Veterans’ Association as. a 
benevolent society, It is that anda 
great deal more. Beside it almost 
every other association that has for 
its aims and ,objects the welfare of 
fis mgmbers, worthy and justifable as 
they are, take on a semblance of In- 
significance. The initiation Into the 
order was no grotesque mufimery, but 
a baptism of horror so dreadful that 
it appalled humanity. Death in its 
most grisly form was present at the 
ceremony; blood was its Iibation; and 
only a chosen few survived the ordeal. 
Its members are veritable blood broth- 
ers. Jt is an organization freed from 
the slightest (tinctures of self-interest 
and the work is carried on by yolun- 
teers whose only hope of reward 
comes from a sense of high obligation 
faithfully perforined. 

The organization had its inception 
in the desire of a few comrades of the 
war to fulfil their obligations fo the 
families ef those who. suffered and 


taining justice for those stlll surviv- 
ing whose disabilities acquired in the 
seryice of their country hare scratch- 
ed them in life a handicap. 

Too few people--even amongst 
those who themselves actually went 


through ‘the war experience—realize | 


what it really meant. Take the typl 
eal experience of a western battalion: 


and thirty-three strong, and of ‘the 
originals only two hundred and sixty- 
five are alive today. With drafts 
and reinforcements between seven 
and eight thousand men passed 
through this battalion during the wat, 
and there are some five thousand-@as- 
What would we .think of 
those few survivors who had . been 
brought safe through many dangers 
‘by the God of Batfles if they did not 
consider it their bounden duty‘to: as- 
sume some of the obligations of their 
fallen comradés “and to attempt to al- 
leviate the lot of those suffering but 


“still in the land of the living. 


“The Great War Veterans are doing 


aid all who suffered by reason of 
their war services, whether or not 
they belong to the association: 

They have already achieved won- 
ders, but there is still much work to 


_ be done, But to accomplish tts high- 


est objects it should number amongst 
its members practically all those who 
survived, A strong. attempt is being 
made by the Provincial. Command to 
increase the membership. The dues 
are only nominal and entail .littie or 


~ no hardship on the individual, but.they 


‘constitute the sole revenue of the ord- 
er, There are no fat salaries to be 
paid, The officers are gentlemen 


’ who. are giving generously of thelr 


time and abilities and purely from a 
‘sense of duty, but to give full expres- 


- pion to their work they must have 


numerical support and they are direct- 


~ {ng an appeal to all those qualified to 


joinup and glye their assistance. 

“The work they are doing needs 
recapltulation here. It is enough to 
say that justice has been secured for 
the suffering, and the case of the 
widow and fatberless has had strong 
advocates. Official red tape has been 
ruthlessly cut, and governments fore- 
ed to accord tardy justice. 

For some unexplained reason the 
Pension Board at Ottawa for a time 


seemed to be taking a natgw and 


cold-blooded view of its own functions. 
Pensions’ were refused in cases that 
appeared most deserving and necesst!- 
tious and a good deal of hardship en- 
tailed. Tho Great War Veterans, 
closely in touch as they were with the 
situation, strove. most earnestly to 
ameliorate, these conditions, ‘Mainly 
through their efforts and as the result 
of a Royal Commission .before which 
they were at great pains to present 
evidence, a Pension Appeal Board was 
created and pensions hitherto refused 
have been awarded. 

There is, however, still much work 
to be done in that direction. Hach 
pension claim that is brought to the 
attention of the organization 1s care- 
fully examined and if the facts justify, 
it is urged upon the Pension Board, 
and, if necessayy, is carried to the Ap- 
peal Board, 

The volunteer workers of the Great 


War Veterans never cease in their ef-, 


forts to obtain justice for. thelr com- 
rades or the families of those ber 
eaved. ‘The pension field is but one 
scope of their activities, They en- 
gage in everything that goncerns the 
welfare of their comrades or their 
families. ,

their duty and obligation to those 
so willingly courtpd death and danger, 
to pass tnto thef{iimbo of discharged 
debts and forgotl things... If they 
fire to accomplish the functions which 
called them into being, the Great War 
Veterans must stand shoulder to 
shoulder as they did.on many a hafd- 
stricken field. 

Membership must be increased and 
every old soldier ought td be proud to 
belong to such an organization. It 
has no selfish alms to serve, {t knows 
no politics, nor fs it a veliicle for sec- 
tarian_ advantage?f simply “carries 
on” in fulfillment of the lofty alms of 
those who ‘without money, ambition or 
price brought it into being In order 
that simple justice might be obtained 
for those who in the war earned the 
gratitude of their country. 


Prospects For Market Cattle 


Present. Conditions in Livestock 
- Industry Are Favorable” 

Referring to the outlook for market 
cattle the Markets Intelligence Serv- 
jee of the Livestock Branch at Ot- 
tawa states that the prospects and 
present conditions in the livestock in- 
dustry are on the whole far more fav- 
orable than they were a year ago, as 
feed is plentiful and store cattle are 
cheap. . The producer and feeder who 
is taking advantage of this is in a 
fairly secure position, especially where 
intelligent methods of winter feeding 
are practiced. 

In emphasizing the influence com- 
mon stock has upon market prices, 
the same authority says: “Insofar as 
the west_is concerned, the genera) 
quality of the run (November) was 
so mediocre that the sorcalled high 
grades decreased in price along with 
the poorer grades.” ; 

With the top price of steers, for the 
Week ending December 20, 70 cents 
per hundred above what they were in 
the same week Inst year and calves 
60 cents, and with’ prices In excess of 
what they were the previous week, 
for all livestock except lambs, it must 
be admitted that the prospects are at 
least promising. Again, witb all the 
slaughtering that is going on in Bri- 
tain on account of the foot and mouth 
disease, there is likely to be an in- 
creased demand in the future for cat- 
tle; as usual, the man having the right 
sort will reap the most profit. A 
study of the weekly market reports 
sent out by the Dominion Livestock 
Branch will show how true this al- 
‘ways is. At Toronto, for instance, 
in the week ending December 20, good 
steers averaged $6.36 per hundred and 
common $4.64; good veal calves aver- 
aged $10.51 and grassers $3.83; select 
bacon hogs averaged $9.05 and extra 


heayles_ oe good lambs $10,28 and. 


cyotmon $9.16, and light sheep $6.09 
and common $2.02. Surely there's a 
lesson in these figures.

Low ‘Temperature Found to Cause 
Bread to Grow Stale. — 

Dr, Katz, a Dutch investigator, has 
been trying to discover what makes 
bread grow stale. He has found, it 
is reported, that low temperature is 
the chief cause. Bread kept at 140 
degrees Fahrenheit was quite fresh at 
‘the end of forty-eight hours, but 
the temperature was reduced to 122 
degrees the bread pegan to grow stale 
and continued to increase in stalenesa 
down to about three degrees below 
tho freezing point. .Boyond that stale- 
ness grew less until at the tempera- 
ture of Hquid air the bread had again 
become perfectly fresh, It ts sug: 
gested that bread can be kept fresh by 
placing it in a fireless cooker immed- 
iately after it is removed from the 
oven, 


Migration Of Birds © 


Did Not Always Migrate From Canada 
According to Scientists 

According to scientists birds did not 
always migrate from Canada when the 
winter months came. Before the 
glacial periéd the country was warm 
and inhabitable all the year round for, 
bird life. As the ice approached very 
gradually it enforced retreats and ab- 
sences—at first only a short distance 


distance and duration until migration 
became necessary to the birds. As 
the ice advanced southward the swing 
to the north in spring migration was 
shortened and the fall retreat length- 
ened in proportion until the glactal 
period birds were, for most part, con- 
fined to middle South America, But 
the habit of migration had been form: 
ed, and when the ice receded the birds 
followed it, and in time established 
thelr present migration routes,

Curse Of The Dole 


System Has a Deleterious Effect on 
Morale of the Peopie 
Although there has been some im 
provement in the unemployment situa- 
tion in Great Britain during thé past 
two years ft still remains acute. A 
month ago there were 1,137,000 people 
out of work. Various expedients have 
been regorted to by the government 
to create employment; but none has 
been successful in greatly lessening 
the number of those who have to be 
assisted from the uublic treasury* The 
drain on national finances has been 
very considerable, which must be tak- 
en into consideration jn levying taxes; 
and the effect on the national morale 

has not been: good. 

A, certain proportion of the human 
race would rather live on charity than 
on the proceeds of honest labor. The 
proportion of such tn the United King- 
dom is probably as small as in any 
other country, but the “dole” system 
is not calculated to diminish it. A 
scarcity of maids Is reported—and ex- 
plained on the ground that during the 
war the young women loft domestic 
service to work in the factories, and 
now they prefer drawing doles to go- 
ing back to domestic service. A num- 
ber of the Old Country harvesters who 
came to this province last year admit- 
ted that they were going home to the 
freadline in preference to working in 
Saskatchewan and supporting them- 
selves. : 

The longer the necessity for sup- 
porting a large section of a people by 
charity continues the deeper will be 
the inroads which it makes Into their 
stamina.

“Hes Faith fa Farming 


Canada Has Come Through More Try-| Fitting Tribute Paid to the Men Who 


ing Times Than Those of Today 

“There is no country in the world 
in which farming is carried on under 
better conditions than in Canada to- 
day,” said Hon. J, 8S. Martin, Ontario 
minister of agriéutture, addressing the 
Empire Club in Toronto on the sub- 
ject, “Canada’s Future As An agricul- 
tural Country.” Regarding Ontario 
Mr. Martin pointed out that in 1871 
43 per cent. of the population of Can- 
ada was in Ontario. In 1921 only 83 
per cent. of the population was in this 
province. This did not indicate that 
Ontario was retrogressing, but that 
the west was improving. 

Half a century ago only 100,000 
bushels of wheat were harvested 
west of Ontario, whilst last year 446,- 
000,000 bushels were harvested In ad- 
dition to the coarse grain. Today 
50,000,000 acres of land are under cul- 
tivation. During the past 10 years 
the acreage of .wheat had been 
doubled, : 

“I am optimistic as tothe agricul- 
tural future of Canada,” ‘he continued. 
“Canada has come through much 
more trying times than ‘those in which 
wo find ourselves today. | Our basic 
conditions are sound and I belleve ag- 
riculture will continue to be the key- 
stone of our development and pros- 
perity." One line of development 
that would have to come “about, he 
said, was an increase in livestock pro- 
duction, which had remained almost 
stationary, while wheat production 
had assumed its present enormous. 
proportions. 

Ho urged the need of selecting {m- 
migrants. who were easily assimible 
and the advantage of a British prefer- 
ence.

National legislation which would 
provide finances to carry out the pro- 
visions of a treaty entered into with 
Great Britain several years ago to. in- 
sure the protection of migratory birds, 
both insectivorous and game, which 
trayel between Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, 1s sought by American 
sportsmen, iy 

A bill sponsored last February by 
Senator Harry S. New, now  post- 
master-general, prowiding for the issu- 
ance of government Hcenses at $1 
each for the privilege of hunting 
migratory game birds, which was de- 
feated in the House by « small mar- 
gin ‘after passing the Senate by a 
large majority, is to be presented in 
this Congress by Representative 
Daniel Anthony, of Kansas. 

Approximately half of the proceeds 
of the leenses, under tho provisions 
of tho bill, will be used for the pur- 


chases of areas suitable for bird - 


refuges and the remainder expended 
for affording them proper care and 
protection. 

R. P. Holland, vice-president of the 
American Game Protective Assocla- 
tion, declares that conservation ¢x- 
perts are united in tho bellef that un- 
less refuges where no shooting is per- 
mitted are established along the lines 
of flight, the doom of the migratory 
bird is sealed and the American sys- 
tem of free shooting will become im- 
possible. 


Imports Of Narcotics 


Quantity Brought Into Canada During 
1923 Less Than Year Previous 
With the exception of codeine, the 
imports of narcotle drugs into Canada 
during 1923 was less than during 1922, 
although in the case of oplum the val- 
ues of the amount imported was high- 
er, necording to a report issued by the 
Dominion Bureat of Statistics. » 

Imports of cocaine during 1923 was 
880 ounees, valued at $6,600, as com 
pared with $,516 ounces valued at $12,- 
800 in 1922, The amount of codeine 
imports were materially reduced, the 
amount during the past year heing 
7,682 ounces valued at $18,000, while 
in 1922, 12,024 ounces valued at $22, 
000 were imported. Crude oplum 
showed imports of 1,005 ounces, val- 
ued at $4,200 as compared with 1,098 
ounces with a valuo of $8,600 in 1923. 
Powdered opium Was imported to the 
value of $900 for 246 ounces in 1923 
while in 1922 the imports were 239 
ounces, valued at $721,

Facts About Bread 


It Is the Gluten In Flour Which is 
Nutritious and Flesh-Forming 

The word bread comes from an old 
expression, bray, meaning to pound. 
| Before mills prepared thé flour for 
bread-making, the meal of which the 
loaves were made had to be pounded, 
or brayed. Gradually the word chang- 
ed to bread, meaning that which is 
pounded. 

Bread has been made from roots, 
fruits and the bark of trees, but 
usually from the grains, wheat, rye 
and corn. Before men learned to 
use ovens, bread was baked in hot 
ashes. : 

Whole wheat. fiour is made of the 
entire wheat grain except the bran 
covering. Grahim flour is made 
from the unbolted wheat, or that which 
has not been passed through the silk 
bolting cloth which acts as a sieve 
and takes out all but the finest flour. 
|The bran left in the graham -flour is 
healthful, though it is-not nutritious. 
It is an interesting item that bran is 
| composed of pure silica, the same ma- 
terial that glass is made of. 

It is the gluten in flour that is 


§I| nutritious and is the flesh-forming 


substance. Gluten is a_ splendid 
‘muscle builder and should be eaten 
by those desiring wholesome food. If 
| the heart of grain is removed as well 
as the outer coverisg of the wheat, 
the flour resulting is of pure gluten, 
jand, therefore, entirely nutritious, 
| though not as easily digested as that 
used in whole-wheat or graham breads. 

Nearly every people in the world 
use some form of bread for the staple 
tof their diet. If they have no flour or 
| meal to use, they prepared some other 
| starchy substance, by baking, to serve 
the same purpose.

The coward spirit, especially the 
spirit of a moral coward, eats the 
power out of /your life, and the only 
way to avoid “it is to dare to do right, 
and dare to be true.

The boys who stood the trenches 
and braved bullets and shells and mud 
stains and never faltered, were cour- 
ageous.

Many Immigrants Expected 


Sixteen Steamship Lines Will Assist 
in Bringing New Comers to 
Canada 

Vessels of 16 steamship lines will 
assist in bringing to Canada this year 
the greatest number of immigrants 
that have came to this country since 
before the war, it has been announced 
by Canadian National Railways offi- 
clals at Winnipeg. The movement 
will commence by March 165, it Is ex- 
pected, and seveh steamship lines 
which formerly called only at Amerl- 
can ports are making Halifax a regu- 
lar call on their westbound. passages.

1 cupful Borden’s St, Charles Milk. 

1 cupful water, ~ 

2 tablespoonfuls melted butter or 
butter substitute, 

1 egg, well beaten, 

3 cupfuls white flour. 

1 teaspoonful salt. 

4 teaspoonfuls baking powder, 

2 tablespoonfuls sugar.

Navigation of the St. Lawrence || 
réver is expected to open early in the 
month of April According to pre- 
liminary schedules issued by the va- 
rious steamship companies operating’ 
between Canadian Atlantic ports 
and Europe, 192 ships will visit the 
port of Quebec in. 1924. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
inaugurated as a special feature the 
serving of afternoon tea regularly 
on all-dining, cafe, and buffet cars 
throughout the system,. The taste- 
ful little menu which the company 

rovides includes tea, coffee, choco- 
ate, toast, muffins, cake, ice cream | 
and preserves at reasonable prices. 


The Spiller Company, a _ great 
British concern with $150,000,000 
capital, has completed arrangements 
for the establishment of. facilities in 
Canada which will entail an outlay 
of $6,000,000. to finish the plant of 
the Alberta Flour Mills in Calgary, 
with another $2,000,000 to build an 
elevator at Vancouver, 


The second of the two large paper 
machines recently installed by the 
Belgo-Canadian Paper Company at 
Shawinigan Falls, Que., has com- 
menced operations. The machine, 
which is the product of the Domin- 
ion Engineering Company, is now 
producing newsprint. It will be 
tuned up and is expected to produce 
a commercial grade of newsprint at 
or above its daily capacity of 75 
tons in the near future. 


Speaking at Toronto geal E. 
W. Beatty, President of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, declared that

ceived the freedom of the city: of 
New York, These honors were in 
recognition of his gallant work 
when commanding the Canadian 
Pacific liner “Empress of Austra- 
lia” at Yokohama, at the time of the 
Japanese disaster.
